A couple of months ago I 
went to work late one morning 
and was taken aback at two 
noticeable items along the way. 
One was a yellow UPS notice on 
the front door of my neighbor’s 
home, a home I was keeping.an 
eye on while she was away. The 
second item was a large door- 
knob hanger which I determin- 
ed to be a notice left by the 
PEPCO employee. who was 
unable to read the meters on 
certain houses on the street. 

What disturbed me was that 
both were very visible from the 
street, even on houses set back 
from the street, and that both 
shouted out a message: 
“THERE IS NO ONE AT 
HOME!”’ 

As a victim (twice) of daylight 
burglary, in a neighborhood 
where that crime takes place 
much more often than any of us 
would like, I was disturbed by 
this questionable practice from 
a home security standpoint. 

A letter about the situation to 
UPS elicited a prompt response. 
I was told that UPS personnel 
are being instructed-to try to 
place their yellow notices where 
they can be seen by the residents 
when they return — but not by 


passersby. It is a gradual educa- 
tion process so some employees 
still leave the slips in plain view. 
If that happens at your home, 
and you would like it stopped, 
please call 341-7552. UPS will 
then remind that driver to place 
the notes less conspicuously, 

PEPCO ’s response provides 
a system which is somewhat 
burdensome for the home- 
owner, as its management ap- 
pears to feel the practice is not 
offensive — and it is employed 
all over the metropolitan area. 
But they did provide an option. 

Any residents who no longer 
wish to have the door hangers 
left on their doors should con- 
tact PEPCO at 872-2125 to re- 
quest special coding. At that 
time, the\caller should identify 
himself as a Foggy Bottom resi- 
dent and request that a supply 
of meter reading postcards be 
sent to him/her. It is assumed 
that the customer will somehow 
work out a system to read the 
meter and return the cards at 
the appropriate time. (Unfor- 
tunately my discussions did not 
delve into that.) 

Please do not hesitate to take 
advantage of this information.

Crime and the University 


In the center of Foggy Bot- 
tom, covering approximately 13 
square city blocks, the George 
Washington University has both 
a positive and a negative im- 
pact on reducing neighborhood 
crimes. As an urban school, 
GWU has security concerns and 
has dedicated substantial resour- 
ces to protect its assets (build- 
ings, students, etc.)Yet, it too 
has its share of crimes. 


GWU Crime Prevention 


GWU has an aggressive pro- 
gram of crime prevention which 
benefits the Foggy Bottom com- 
munity. The University runs a 
Special Police Force of 83 po- 
lice, guards, and investigators 
(who have police authority on 
University property). This 24- 
hour police presence acts to se- 
cure University property and 
deter criminal activity through 
foot patrols and a scout car. 

There are. also 15 bright 
orange emergency telephones 
strategically located throughout 
the campus. Linked to a central 
campus police dispatcher, these 
phones can also be used by Fog-

gy Bottom residents and visitors 
in emergency situations. 

Foggy Bottom benefits in two 
ways from GWU’s crime pre- 
vention program. First, the pre- 
sence of the campus police and 
emergency telephones sends out 
a strong anti-crime signal to 
would-be criminals. Secondly, 
the 2nd District Police Officers 
are more available to patrol 
neighborhood streets when they 
do not have to respond to the 
minor crimes handled by Uni- 
versity police. 


University-Related Crime 


However, the sheer size and 
openness of GWU does draw a 
criminal element. These indivi- 
duals go through our neighbor- 
hoods en route to GWU and 
they are often chased out of the 
University back into the neigh- 
borhoods. 

The most frequent crime fac- 
ing GWU students, faculty, and 
visitors is larceny (thefts). Tres- 
passing (unlawful entry) and 
burglaries affect the school 
buildings and dormitories. 

Students living off-campus 
are provided the same Metropo- 
litan Police protection as Foggy 


Bottom residents. The campus 
police have no jurisdiction on 
non-University property. 
Likewise, GWU is unable to 
react to the ‘‘nuisance”’ crimes 
committed by GWU students 
off-campus, such as disturbing 
the peace (loud parties at any 
hour of the day) and littering 
(careless discarding of trash). 
Unlike Georgetown University, 
GWU does not have an off- 
campus behaviorial guide to 
promote better resident-student 
relations. Consequently, Foggy 
Bottom residents should report 
these nuisances to the 2nd Dis- 
trict Police, if appropriate, and 
to the GWU Vice President of 
Student Affairs at 994-7210.

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Zoning Commission Rejects Pedas PUD: 
Housing Amenities Needed 


At a meeting in November, 
the Zoning Commission in- 
structed developers Ted and 
Jim Pedas to resubmit plans for 
their proposed building in the 
2100 block of Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue, N.W. The building, as 
proposed, would cover the en- 
tire block except for a small 
corner, and has been discussed 
at a number of FBA and ANC 
meetings during the past several 
months. It will replace the old 
Circle Theater, a market, a bar- 
bershop, several restaurants, 
and two buildings the develop- 
ers recently tore down on Sun- 
day when they heard of plans for 
an historic preservation applica- 
tion. Lost some years ago was a 
true landmark, also torn down 
by the Pedases. 

The FBA has been concern- 

-ed about the additional height 
and bulk requested by the de- 
velopers for this building in 
return for a paucity of amenities 


for the community. The devel- 
opers will offer a theater open 
only one-third of the year to 
the community (!), a small play- 
ground for children, a very 
small grant to the West End 
Tenants’ Association for their 
struggle to preserve their right 
to live in Foggy Bottom, and 
a grant to the Duke Ellington 
School for the Arts. 

In September, Elayne De- 
Vito, FBA President, testified 
before the Zoning Commission 
about our concerns. She show- 
ed that the developers stood to 
reap a huge windfall of income 
from the additional height and 
bulk of the building in return 


_ for minimal amenities. 


The Zoning Commission has 
sent the project back to the de- 
velopers requesting a revised 
proposal that (1) reduces the 
height and bulk of the project 
that makes the project appear 
less overpowering, and (2) im- 


proves the amenities package so 
that it would be commensurate 
with any development bonus 
awarded. 

Housing is one of the most 
critical issues in our neighbor- 
hood. This particular project 
has no true housing component. 
We need you to call our Coun- 
cilman, John Wilson, who has 
taken an interest in this project. 
Tell John or his aides that hous- 
ing for Foggy Bottom must be 
included as an amenity for this 
project. And by housing, we do 
not mean a $10,000 or a $100,000 
grant to the West End Tenants 
Association (that paltry sum will 
help them not at all). We need 
a real housing option! John Wil- 
son’s number is 724-8058. Call 
right away if you can. The deve- 
lopers must file revised plans 
early in December, and the 
Zoning Commission will review 
the case in January.

It’s The Law! 


The official signing into law of a recently passed bill was witnessed 
by residents of the West End Apartments on Eye Street. The bill was 
introduced by Councilmember John Ray and has been signed into law. 
Under the new legislation, master leases, such as the one George 
Washington University signed with the owners of the West End, can 
no longer be used to deny tenants their right to purchase their homes 
under the D.C. Tenant Opportunity to Purchase Act, which was amend- 
ed to include provisions of the GWU master lease. Co-chairs Larry 
Miller and Marianna Moore, representing the West End Tenants 
Association, witnessed the bill’s signing by Council Chairman David 
Clarke, who was among those who encouraged the tenant group’s ef- 
forts to save the building as a permanent residence for the community.
